New Delhi, the 31 si December 1957 

S.R.O. 4158.— In exercise o£ the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Central 
Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India, and as applied to the State of Pondicherry, the 
Central Government hereby exempts unmanufactured tobacco falling under sub-item I (5) of 
Item No, 9 in the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944) from 
so much of the excise duty leviable thereon under section S of that Att, as is in excess of 
forty-seven nayc paisc per pound.

S.R.O. 4159.—lit exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Central 

Excise Rules, 1944, as In force in India and as applied to the State of Pondirhcrty, and in 

supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Revenue) No. S.R O, 1652 dated the 20th May, 1957. the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby exempts* the following types of fluc-cured tobacco and not actually used for 
the manufacutre of (a) cigarettes or (b) smoking mixtures for pipes and cigarettes, from 
*o much of the duty leviable thereon under section 3 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944 (1 of 1944), as is in excess of forty-seven nayc paise per pound, namely:— 

(i) stems of tobacco larger than 1/4’’ in size: 

(11) stems of tobacco not larger than 1/16” in size; 

(lii) dust of tobacco: and 

(Iv) granule frawa') of tobacco not larger than 1/16" square in size.

SJUX 4160.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of tulc 8 of the Ccntial 

Excise Rules, 1944, as In foice in India and as applied to the State of Pondicherry, and in 

supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 'Finance 
.(Department of Revenue) No. S.R.O. 2078 dated the 23rd June, 1957, the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby exempts unmanufactured tobacco other than flue-cured, which was cured in 
whole leaf form and tied or packed in bundles, bunches or hanks, or in the form of twists 
or coils, but which was broken up prior to May 16, 1957. from so much of the excise duty 
leviable thereon under section 3 of the Central Excises and Salt, Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), as 
is in excess of forty-seven nayc paise per pound provided that— 

(I) it is not actually used in the manufacture of (a) cirgarettes or (b) smoking 
mixtures for pipes and cigarettes; and 

(ii) it is cleared for home consumption on or before the 28th February, 1958.

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S.R.O. 4161.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Central 
Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India and as applied to the State of Pondicherry, the 
Central Government hereby exempts the categories of cigarettes mentioned in column (2) 
of the table below, from so much of the excise duty leviable thereon under section S of the 
Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), as is in excess of the rate of duty mentioned 
against each in column (3) of that table.

S.R.O. 4162.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (l) of rule 8 of the Central 
Excise Rules. 1944, read with sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Additional Dulies of Excise 
(Goods of Special Importance) Act, 1957 (No. 58 of 1957), and in supersession of the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) 
No. S.R.O. 8995 dated the 14th December, 1957, the Central Government hereby exempts 
unmanufaeutred tobacco other than flue cured, which was cured in whole leaf form, and 
tied or packed in bundles or hanks or in Lhe form of Lwists or coils, "but which was broken 
up prior to May 16th, 1957, from so much of the additional excise duty leviable thereon 
under the Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of Special Importance) Act, 1957 (No. 58 of 
1957), as is in excess of three naye paise per lb, provided tltat— 

( 1 ) it is not actually used in the manufacture of— 

(a) cigarettes: or (b) smoking mixtures for pipes and cigarettes; and 

(2) it is cleared for home consumption on or before the 28th February, 1958.
